A sense of duty Impels us to recur 
to a aubjeot by no means now in these 
columns, but whicb wo trust will raako 
op in importance what it lacks in novel- 
ty. "Wo allude to the sbaraofcil , wo had 
almost said criminal, negleot of the 
Southern gold field of the Colony by 
the Government. Elsewhere will bo 
found a letter, the tone of which does 
not in the least surprise us. fndood, if 
there be any ground at all for surprise 
in the matter it is rather to be found in 
the faot that tbo peoplo on our Southern 
border havo with so littlo murmurinp 
submitted to suoh cruol nogloot. Por 
haps our correspondent is soarecly cor- 
rect in alluding to Cnrihno as "tbo pet 
of the Government,'' for wo cannot 
»ay that too much lias been dono for 
that important and certainly steadily 
productive section of the Colony. The 
Bin of the Government does not appear 
to us to consist in doing too mneh for 
Cariboo, but in doing too littlo for 
Kootenay. Wo oro perfectly conscious 
of the ererready reply to every appeal 
of the kind— the want of revenue. 
We know, too, that there is a want of 
revenue ; but why is it so ? The an- 
swer to that, too, ia ready and pat. 
The revenue which ought to be avail- 
able for euob essential roprod active pub- 
lic vorks is gobbled np as fast as it 
comes in, or, as the Irishman would 
say, faster than it comes in, by a hoard 
of overpaid and less than halUworked 
officials. That is the plain truth of the 
matter, however uDpalatablo it may bo 
to some persons. That is tho truth ; 
and it must be told in a wav and in a 
quarter wbtro it will take effect 1 Juct 
look at tho case before us : The amonnt 
of money whicb has found its way into 
the breecho's poukets of foreign traders, 
foreign carriers, foreign exchequers, 
foreign producers, and foreign manufac- 
turer* for the supply of our miners on 
the Southern frontier, during the present 
season, would have sufficed to open 
suoh facile avenues of communication 
connecting these mines with the princi- 

Eal tnarketB of the Colony as would 
ave enabled our own por>ple to com- 
mand tbe entire trade ! Tho sentenco 
is somewhat long-winded, ond we par- 
ticularly dislike long-winded sentences. 
In other and tewor words, then, tho 
amount of money lost to tho Colony 
from tbe absence of facile communion 1 - 
tion with Kootenay this season alone, 
would Buffice to provide such communi- 
Cation. Just think of it I Leaving al- 
together out of view all those moro 
Bentimental ideas of patriotism, fairness* 
to all parts, justice to all &like as the 
component parts of one common Colony, 
and confining ourselves to tho most, nar- 
row, mercenary, Shylook view, how 
improvident, how absolutely prodigal 
officialdom is aotiog. A. work which 
would reimburse tho Government in the 
entire expenditure in a single season, 
and would thereafter be highly produc- 
tive of rovenue, a clear source of continu- 
al revenue, is left untouched because 
there is no revenue to Bparo over and 
above what is absorbod by the in utiable 
and unfathomable maw of oflicialdom 1 
What consummate folly. What uncon- 
scionable greed. What inconceivable 
stupidity. The conduct of tho Govern- 
ment in this matter can only bo compar- 
ed in point of improvident folly to n 
farmer sitting down fucklessly as seed 
time approaches and enting np wba 
should go into the ground. Nay, it is 
worse. The seed would at lea*t bo tho 
property of the farmer ; but tho Gov- 
ernment are only stewurds of tho rev- 
enue, and are in honor bound to employ 
it in promoting tho best interests of tbo 
Colony. Why are tho merchants of 
Victoria so indifferent to their interests 
in this matter ? Is trade so flourishing 
that they can look with porfect uncon- 
cern upon tho logs of that of the whole 
Southern country ? Why do our carriers 
Inok on with so much apparent compla- 
cency at a condition eo inimical to their 
own interests and so subversive of colon 
ifcl wellbeing? Why do not all classes 
unite, for all ore interested, and mn'ke 
tbe official oar tinglo, and make ovon 
the heart of a Shylock relent? But 
the question of communication with 
Kootenay is not tho only instance of of- 
ficial neglect. Would that ii wore bo. 
Unfortunately for the Colony, it muy 
rather be regarded in the light of a re- 
presentative caso, illustrative of tbo 
general polioy (save tbe mark !) of the 
Government, it is not u very agreeable 
task to write thus about one's own 
GfTernment; but tbo stern and inexor- 
able logic of ovents impels us. It. would 
bo much moro in conHniiniico with the 
natural bent of our Inclinations 10 
"prophesy smooth things'*— to speuk in 
«erms of p'aise rather than of censure— 
could we do so consistently with a sense 
of duty. When we look around and 
eee a magnificent country everywhere 
teeming with dormant wealth, and yet 
enterprise and development almost at a 
stand, and when this condition ib ho 
clearly traceable to a shiftless and yet 
expensive Government, and to the ah' 
8ence of those liberal political institutions 
<«bich always educate a peoplo in habits 
-of thrift, enterprise- aud manly Bclf-re« 
diance, wo are bound to epeak oat plain- 
ly, ihowevor disagroeabjo it may ho to 
governing clasnes. Tho pub'ic 



Cur Imports. 

It has .been said that tbera is nothing ao 
deceptive as facts except figures. Saturday's 
Gazette contuios the official statoment of the 
importafor tho quarter ending 25th June 
lust. It is always refreshing to meat with 
anything new in the Gazette. Although tbe 
nrray o[ figures thus presented to tho eye 
may bo considered deceptivo in so far aa 
roul ColoDial prosperity ia concerned, for 
such datum does not per se oonsiitate a true 
guajje of prosperity ; yet tbey are in some 
sonee both interesting aud important; and 
wo propose, therefore, to invito attention to 
tbeui for a littlo. How natural it is for tbo 
oyo to wander to the fuoting-up, to scan 
urcsj results. Well, then, totals let it bo. 
The imports for tlio quattar ending 25lh 
Juno last, amounted to 5421,735 47, as 
ayainst 8305 145 40, for tho previous quiu«< 
ter, or S<J99,9l3 87 lor tho corresponding 
quarter of last year. Wo ara free 'o ei- 
nreas surprise, agreeable nurpriie at those 
results. We conlesB v. e did not expect that 
tho imports for the second quarter, this year, 
would exceed those of the first so much as 
3110,090 07, or that thoy would como within 
S7S,17c? 40 fif those of tho corresponding 
quarter for 18G8. Having made this honest 
confession, permit «3 to glanoa at a fot» of 
those items hnaii'ig most directly upon do- 
mestic wellbting, oompar ng the figures be- 
fore as with those tor tlio corresponding 
quarter of last year. On agricultural 
implements wo . egrot to not» a slight toll- 
ing off, only, however, a matter of some two 
buodred dollars On bacon and hams we 
are- glad to u^e a very tvmrlferl filling 
—being as 810,114 19, In l8G8to $2,718 91 
for 18(39. Tbis would appear toiuiiicote tbal 
the public havo at loogtb been brought lo 
appreciate the superiorly ot tbo IslaDd's 
justly celebrated aud truly dcliciou* bacon 
and bums. To the shame of our farmers, 
a^d notwithstanding the ample promotion 
i ffbrdod by the turill', the flow into ibis 
Colony ol foroign barley, oat«, hoy and 
ohbepe has increased ; but, as a set ofl to 
this sve liod a materiil reduction ju the im- 
portuiiou of egg«, poultry, butter, bopB, flour, 
beef-c:itilo and sheep, 8uch is the tiew 
presented by a comparison of figures bear- 
ing upon home industry and wo have 
sturing ub in the face tba uncomfortable 
and unaccountable Uot that, with every la- 
cilily in point of soil and climate, and with 
tho additional advantago ot a highly pro- 
'.eoiive tariff, we are slill sending gold out ol 
the country ut tbe rate ot about half a mil- 
lion a year to purchase those necessaries of 
lile for the produciiou of wbiou our own Co- 
iony ia peculiarly ailupted. To stop th 8 
ruinous drain, aud employ iD internal deve- 
lopment what is now going to enrich the 
oreiun producer, should be tho aim and object 
of buth governed and uoveroinj,

Nepoleon I. used to sleep in fine Dutch 
linen ; but the Bourbons of the liestor- 
aiiun wero con tout with nothing loss 
than Cambric. Tho present Emperor is 
satisfied with ordinnry sheetinrj;. The 
Crown department contains 30,000 tir^ 
tlolee, including 5,000 sheet* aud some 
tnblccloihs for a dinner of 280 per- 
sons. The latter, wheti folded, form a 
littlo monument in themselves. The 
washing bill amounts to about 120,000 
francs noyear.

Meat Preserving in Australia.— It ap- 
pears by the last accounts from Australia 
that tho advices received by tbo Melbourno 
Meat Preserving Company respecting tho 
sale in London of Ibeir tinned meals, had 
given great satisfaction throughout tho 
country, and that in ooosequeDca it was 
confidently expected the various boiling- 
down establishments will have factories for 
similarly preserving and Bbipping to Europe 
tho large quantities of meat hitherto literally 
"wasted and destroyed by the procen*'of boil- 
ing down tho stock to extinct the tallow. At 
one establishrnant near Ballarat 180,000 
sheep were boiled down for tallow during 
the past 18 months, arid the mutton destroy- 
ed by the process is estimated at 1.800 0001b. 
weight, which, if preserved, miijbt have 
been sold in Europe for 41,000/. A prospect

Europeans, and assist the natives against 
tho Government. While this was bein;; 
slated to |,ho natives, another ipan cutno 
up nnd gave iho natjyos a Mag, nnd 
that flag was sont on to the King's place 
at Tokuhgatriuta by a native named 
John. Tho same party had certainly 
books, with plates and engravings re- 
presenting different things which havo 
takon place at homo and in tho Aus- 
tralian colonies within tho last few 
years. This mun had also a suit of 
uniform and a sanli, with the lollors

Editor Britisu Colonist:— I hope you 
have a map of the Colony to know tbe lo- 
cality from whioh 1 write, as tho inter- 
course with this forgotten and neglected 
place would warrant the idea that Kootenay 
was out of tho Colouy. 

Wilo I10K8B Crkkk. — The old camp bas 
yet a number of good claims, paying well and 
supporting about 300 population, whites and 
Chinese. The Price Bros, have bought out 
R C Don's extiosiva hydraulio claim, and 
that and their own ore paying well. Griffith 
has also struck i»ood pay. Saundors, Shroe- 
dar and o'harn' Nip-aod-Tuok is also paying 
well. Capt. W'iliiou in tho Canon is making 
from 810 toSl5 per day. Wood's bed-rock 
flume is in operation, but Inn not yet cleaued 
up; but from the prospect will make a good 
thing. Ho will, io conneotion with bis nun 
mill, have a flouring mill next yer.r. 

Perk; Cheek — The mineis ou this creek, 
when they huve bed bock, are doing well 
I ho first claim below the fulls, MoUuill's, is 
paying $18 to S2l) per day to the hand. 
Ihe Dii-covory aro making S20 to §30. 
Ilongl k Co are taking oul big money uud 
are now commenced at tho lower end ol Ihoir 
ground, where ilioy buve slruok it rich as 
ever. All claims from thu falle to the Jack 
Taya shaft are pacing. This »haft, a splendid 
piece ol work, is down about 10 feet. Tliey 
exnojt to f-trike it on bed ruck Irom pay being 
always (outid below the clay above. 1 have 
converted with s^rorul minora above the 
fullj and quite a number nro making wanes ; 
others are col duing fo well, as ihe diggings 
are deep and wbal the miners call ' spotted,' 
yet th; iruu fact is it is net thoroughly pros- 
pected yet. 

Moojik River. — About G miles above 
wtero t:iis stream empties into Ibe Lake ul 
Peavioe Prairie, extensivo bais stretching for 
■t ur 5 miles have beon found, which pay 
s nail wages— from 82^ to S8 per day. Se- 
veral companies are working and Chinamen 
are ul'owed to come in. Between this plaoe 
ami the head of Joseph Praiiio, 3 to 5 oent 
prospects have been found over u large ex- 
tent of country. They are now surveying 
ditulus to biiou water on these places. 

OiiEKKT Creek. — Firs; stream north of 
Mary's River, a prospect h'is beeu found 
which is now oeing tested. I urn not inform- 
ed of tho result. 

Findi.av Creek is again attracting atten- 
tion on account of lo ' water, ond some 
parlies are gone, I am informed, to tlume it. 

You will see by the above that tbere is no 
lack of energy, and lhat every year is add- 
ing to the importance ol Kootenay aa a great 
mining conlre ; besides the fact that we oan 
raise grain und vegetables en- ugh to supply 
out wants. All we want is intercourse and 
commeroo to muke us as ' great' as tbat pat 
of the Governmun;, Cariboo. The Hudson 
Hay Company, the only merchants who re- 
present tbe Colony, deserve a rich regard for 
ibeir energy and enterprise ; yet Irom want 
of roads ttioy canuot «et goods from Victoria 
early enough, nor oven enough of them to 
compete with American raorohauts. Not 
one pound of beel, flour, bacon, lard, butter, 
oats, &c, bas evir lound its way from the 
colonial m-irkets, and tho amount ol goods 
that once or twice came hero was as a drop. 
1 aslted tbo ^expressman, or Goverumeni 
mall man, what detained him and he told mo 
ho had to wait until be got the mails to 
bring up. I think from the remark that the 
question only need be asked, What brought 
about this stue rf affairs? Answer, Ne- 
glect of us by the Government. 

You will note by the following a slight 
part of tbe neglect. The Gold Commissioner 
retnaipfd here last year about two months 
From his louviug to the arrival of tho firnt 
mail or express juat lix months and nine days 
Tune of neit mail, 45 diya, ond so on.* 1 
ask ihe penple of ihe Colony and you, sir, is 
this a just s'ate of thlnzs? No communi- 
cation with 4 or 5 hundred people for six 
sjoDthi nnd nine days. Sir, if we were not 
a paying inntiiuiim it would be n^il.ing ; bui 
'' we pay our money but have no ch nee." 

Let toe Acting Uivernnr, while ho bns a 
chance, givo us only justice aud he will re- 
ceive the thanks i f aa abused people. We 
are not u vici'ius or oad penple, as an ' act- 
ing ' miigis'rate and one coubtable havo filled 
the bill of oliicera of this plaoo (Custonu, 
Gold Commissioner, J P, &c ). VVe have a 
prison io name, with no occupier ; wa never 
convicted any one here except a colored man, 
as the crimi'ials gor tired of slaying and 
walk oil. The iron horse of Canada will 
<oort in our ears and famish us if there is 
not soraetbiog done sooo. 

We have raised all tho vegetables, oats 
an I bmloy lhat will be consumed io the 
camp.". VVu huve beef that canaot be ex- 
celled io any msrket. We want only roads, 
and a regular semi- monthly mail, and thai 
i> little for tho money ooming into tbe Gov- 
eroment cuffar?. Let Victoria awake lo hor 
own interests and lot her merchants and 
public- men sound the nlirm that they will 
ridt be kept in tirnoraneo of tho d iocs of the 
Uulony. Vieto [a can telegraph to Loudon 
m a day, I suppose, yet she ii 40 daya hour- 
mg horn Kootenay ! 

Fires are raging nil ovor thii country. The 
< l51acltla^t aro stealing horses Irom our doors, 
and reports of whiles being murdered at To- 
bacco Plains como in from Montana. Ono 
man was lost on Goat River coming here, lor 
want of a foot bridgo. At tho great Bar ol 
God who will rospond (or bis life I Wo have 
not heard tho Gomel's sound Irom a Protes- 
t tut Mis ionary in five years. Tbe Outholic 
Falber visits us a month every year. 

In tny next I will speak ol roads from in- 
formation by men (not engineers who are 
afraid ol cutting lost Irom the old tiud-mn 
Bay trailaj, but man who knnw tbo country, 
lu haste, yours, &o,,

On August 16th, 1821, H.M.S. Glas- 
gow sailed from Harwich with the 
dead body of the imprudent and ifa* 
happy Quoon Caroline. It. was a singular 
faot that tho naval offioer who wns 
charged to carry back tho Queen's body 
was the same man who from tho main 
chains of tho Jupiler (50-gun t-hipj had 
Imndod her a ropo when sbo embarked 
in the Elte, a hopeful, happy bride>>elect, 
29 years beforo. That cruel scene ut 
tho coronation killed hor. She had 
olaimed to ho crowned, or at least to 
sharo in tho cersmouial. Tho Privy 
Council of course decided against her, 
iu spite of ovon the eloquence and sub* 
tlety of Brougham. She wars repulsed 
at every door by the half-frightened con- 
stables, grenadiers und door-keepers. 
That cruol and unfortunate ceremony 
t)ok place on tho 10th ol July. On the 
7th of August the poor, foolish, high- 
spirited woman died broken-hotirted a'. 
Hammersmith. How could tho tnarringo 
have been collected to bo happy ''. Curo« 
liue was the daughtor of a fo dish, fri- 
volous woman, and of a bravo, hand- 
some, vicious man. She grew up smnrt, 
clover, thoughtless, and imprudent, 
!Sho arrived in England a romping, 
coarse, vulgar, dirty German woruiu, 
the first approach of whom drove t tie 
Prinoo to instantly ask Lord 1J urris for 
dome brandy. The Ro^eut was already 
.married, unci hud (icon in love with iho 
most beautiful und accomplished woman 
in England. The poli-hed scoundrel 1 
he had promised Mrs Fitzlierbert £10,- 
U00 a year, und had ju-t settled her in 
splendid infamy iu a mansion iu Park 
Lane ! On his very first vi-jt to the 
punctilious, snuffy, dull, dreary old 
Court al Windsor^ ho to r >k down tho 
pretty, pt-uting siitcful Lady jersey 
with bis bride The Prinoo bud only 
married this wilful Germau frau in order 
to got money to pay his enormous lehts 
which included such items as £40,000 
to his furrier, uud £l,-l00 a year to 
Mrs. Crouch, tho ae'.ress. one of Ins in- 
numerable ex- mistresses. Tho husband 
and wife hated each other at tho first 
sight, and tbo more they knew of each 
other the more just and virulent the 
hatred becamo. After the disgraceful 
marriage, at which tho Prince was so 
drunk that ho had to bo proppod up by 
two of his aff' CtiODate aud equally io- 
spoetable b:olhors, there was a dismal 
supper at Buck i yhum House, and nt 
midnight the happy pair diove off to 
Charlton ILuise, wrangling wi'h eath 
ulhor by the way, i<o at leasi Court ru- 
mour said. Poor, poor woman ! Her 
funeral procession to Harwich was 
troublous and disgraceful 1 The King 
by Divine Right was just stalling to 
glorify IrelauJ and to settle every tiling 
by a flying visit. Lord L'verpool, d - 
termiued thuro should be no exhibition 
of popular enthusiasm for the ciuslied 
aud toriurod woman, ordered an escort 
of cavalry to accompany the boc'y ut 
once to Harwich, in npito of tho remoiin 
strances und e< treaties of Lady 1 loo I , 
Lord Hood, and Alderman Wood 
Tho Lord Mayor and Corporation Wish- 
ed to carry the tho corpse with all civ c 
honors through the city. Lord Liver- 
pool, in his small, timid, mean way, ro- 
solved to smuggle it by the New Road to 
Romlord and to Harwich, or elso by 
vva'.or direct • but Ue was afraid of a 
rict at Loudon Brdgr*. On the Ulh 
of August — a wot and g or tny day — 
tho ml-orublc, tawdry pioj"s«io:i sot 
out. At Kensington Cburob the 
cavalry tried to sidle off towards Buy-, 
water. Then tho oily w.'tit mad, a bar- 
ricade was instantly thrown up, and in 
spite of tho Lito Guards, the cortege was 
hurried on by force t wuids tho city. 
At Hyde Puck Guto aid Park Line 
thoro wero frcsb outbreak-. At the 
corner of Edgeware fund the Life 
Guards, losing iheir temper, fi cd at the 
pooule, wounded several, and shot two 
mon dead, At Totunham Court Goad, 
however, the people, passively stubh irn', 
t'orc-'d tbe pr. oossioa down Hrury Line 
into tho Strand. After tbo riot had 
lasted seven hours the people shook 
Loudon with their shouts of triumph. 
Tim eivio authorities accompanied tbo 
heedless corpse as far as Wh'techapel, 
the eastern limit of tho city 'liberties.' 
At Romford the ui >uruer8 p .ssod tho 
night, but tho royal corpse was sent uti, 
and rested in St. Pot Vs Church, Col- 
chester. During the uighta silver plato, 
describing i ho J. ceased as ' the injured ' 
or 1 thu uiurdorod Qu eu of Eugluud,' 
was afflxod to Iho coffin-lid, but after- 
wards removed. At Hsrvvich seven 
vessels awaited the body j tho coffin 
was oarotuUy Bwung into a barge, the 
squadron sot 8uil under a saluto from 
Languard Fori, and passed straight to 
Cuxhaven. At Brunswick some hun- 
dreds of the oitizoos tlrow tho funeral 
oar to thu Cathedral gates. The un- 
happy and unfortunaio woman lies, suys 
Dr Derail, in the Cathedral uf St. Blaizo, 
between two heroes — her old father, who 
fell fighting at Jena fir ungrateful 
Prussia • and hor brother, who at the 
head ot the savugo Black Rraouwickers, 
fell avenging him at Waterloo.— [All 
tho Year Round.
